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Charles Baker Burdick Obituary 


Mr. Charles Baker Burdick, a member of the Illinois 
Society of Professional Engineers since 1903, nationally 
known hydraulic and sanitary engineer, partner in the 
Chicago engineering firm of Alvord, Burdick & Howson, 
died on February 17, 1955. Mr. Burdick’s professional 
practice had centered in Illinois although it had been 
national in scope. He was graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Ilinois in 1896 in its second graduating class in 
municipal and sanitary engineering. Mr. Burdick be- 
came associated with John W. Alvord in 1902, forming 
a partnership which continued throughout their life- 
times. Mr. Burdick was active in his profession until a 
few days before his death. 


CHARLES BAKER BURDICK 


Mr. Burdick was a frequent contributor to engineer- 
ing literature. He was also active in engineering society 
work. His accomplishments were recognized by the con- 
ferring of Honorary Memberships by the Illinois Society 
of Professional Engineers, American Society of Civil 
Engineers, Western Society of Engineers, American 
Water Works Association and the Chicago Engineers 
Club. He was a past President of the Illinois Society of 
Professional Engineers (1907-08), Western Society of 
Engineers and the Chicago Engineers Club and had 
served as Director and Vice President of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers. He had also served the [lli- 
nois Society of Professional Engineers as Chairman of 
its Water Works Committee, Chairman of its Legisla- 
ture Committee and member of its Committee on Fees 
and Ethics. A fifty-year certificate was presented to him 
during the Centennial of Engineering in September,

A LOOK AT MEMBERSHIP PROBLEMS 


It may be a surprise to some of those belonging to the 
Illinois Society that in spite of the fact that you are 
constantly being asked to help get new members, every 
so often the Board of Direction votes ‘‘Not to Accept’’ 
an application. For your information, a man may be 
registered, he may have practiced within the law for 
several years, but if he does not measure up to the Board 
of Direction’s standards in respect to ethical or moral 
conduct, he might be not elected to membership. Ques- 
tions of ethical and moral standing are constantly being 
asked by the Board. 

Within the last year, two applications have been re- 
jected by the Board; one because of alleged unethical 
conduct and the other because the applicant was un- 
willing to accept the grade of membership for which he 
was qualified. In two other cases, both members of the 
Society, one was dropped after a search for facts on un- 
ethical conduct had been made and verified by the 
Ethics and Practice Committee, and the other dropped 
because of an indictment and trial leading to a peniten- 
tiary sentence. 

There are over 15,000 registered professional engi- 
neers in the State of Illinois who are not members of 
the Society. Out of that number, there are possibly 100 
who by their slipshod business methods and their too 
flexible attitude on ethics would not be desirable mem- 
bers. We need the balance of the 15,000 registered engi- 
neers as members of the Illinois Society. There is plenty 
of area to work in, since each member of the Illinois So- 
ciety could bring in 10 new members before the supply 
is exhausted. When the supply of non-member engineers 
runs out, there will be a fresh supply from our four 
colleges of engineering in Illinois. Help your Society 
and your Chapter by signing at least two new members 
during 1955.

Annual Reports 


REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 
By P. E. Ropers 

The Executive Secretary’s office continues to be the 
focal point in Illinois Society activity. Each year the 
Chapter officers look toward the office for information 
and help. State committee chairmen also are using the 
facilities of the office more than they ever have. 
Financial. Condition 

The report of the Auditor shows in detail the exact 
status of the Society’s finances. The gain in income over 
expenses was accomplished by the continuation of a rigid 
policy of strict economy. 1954 ended as did 1953, with 
less being spent than had been set-up in the budget. The 
inerease in net worth as a result of 1954 operation was 
accomplished through the cooperation and good work of 
many. There is no way to isolate the gain in one item or 
another, since the management of the Society is through 
a cross section of many budget items which are interde- 
pendent. The same is true when the attempt is made to 
separate one year’s operation from the preceding or the 
subsequent year’s operation. 1954 showed a gain of 
$268.13 while 1953 showed a gain of more than $800.00. 
Part of the 1953 gain could be applied to 1952 or 1954 
operations, however, the important consideration is that 
in the last five years the net gain over expense has been 
substantial. Your Society is in good financial condition 
and will remain so as long as present policies are 
continued. 


Membership 

Membership totals continue on the plus side. During 
1954 again, the number of National and E-I-T members 
increased and the number of State and Junior members 
decreased. This is a continuation of the trend begun in 
1946 when there were 146 National members and 1,409 
State members. On December 3, 1954 there were 1,071 
National members and 392 State members. Drops for 
non-payment of dues have leveled off at plus or minus 
80 per year. The loss of members as a result of the in- 
crease in National dues ($3.00 National and $1.00 E-I-T) 
was not as great as anticipated, but your attention is di- 
rected to the December 3rd Membership Situation. The 
‘‘TIn Arrears’’ in National members has increased from 
53 to 70 and in BH-I-T grade the increase is from 19 to 25. 
In all other grades of membership in the Society the 
number of those in arrears has decreased in 1954 over 
1958. The greater loss must be attributed to the increase 
in dues. Membership problems will be present so long 
as the membership ‘‘pie’’ is divided into so many pieces. 


Chapters 
The 16 Chapters continue to function with more in- 
terest in Chapter Meeting Programs. Several Chapters 
have excellent year long programs and the schedule is

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COMMITTEE ON ETHICS AND PRACTICE 
by J. R. GarpNer, Chairman 


The following annual report is submitted outlining the 
activities of this Committee during the last year: 

Two Committee meetings were held during the year, 
one in the Illini Union Building in Urbana on June 26, 
1954, and the other in the office of the Commissioner of 
Public Works in Chicago on Dee. 10, 1954. All members 
of the Committee were present at both meetings. Many 
cases were discussed and decisions reached at these meet- 
ings. In addition, considerable correspondence and tele- 
phone contacts were carried on between the Committee 
members, leading to further decisions on matters which 
came before the Committee. The major decisions are as 
follows: 


ART en ase 


This case involved the alleged stealing of trade secrets 
and violation of a contract for furnishing engineering 
services by a Mr. ‘‘X’’ of Chicago, a member of our So- 
ciety at the time of the alleged violation. The Chicago 
Chapter Ethics & Practice Committee investigated the 
case and handed down a decision, concurred in by our 
Committee, that (1) unsuccessful attempts were made to 
contact Mr. ‘‘X’’ and that he was apparently not inter- 
ested in clearing his name, (2) that he has moved from 
the State and is now out of the jurisdiction of our So- 
ciety, (3) that the complainant is a Michigan Company 
and our State regulating bodies have no authority to in- 
vestigate since damage or injury to the people of Illinois 
is not involved, and (4) that a valid contract existed 
between ‘‘Y’’ and ‘‘X”’ for the supplying of certain en- 
gineering services, and, since Mr. ‘‘X’’ violated certain 
terms of the contract, the Company has legal cause for 
action against Mr. ‘‘X.’’ 


City of ‘‘A’’—City of “‘C”’ Cases 

These cases involved the furnishing of free engineer- 
ing services by equipment supply corporations and com- 
panies as a means of price cutting. These cases were 
turned over to the Department of Registration and Ed- 
ucation for investigation. The Department submitted 
a report on their investigation, stating (1) the equipment 
suppliers in both cases had used the Superintendents of 
Utilities of their respective city to allow their names to 
be used in connection with the planning, and (2) there 
was no violation since municipal employees can practice 
without a license under the exemption provision of the 
Professional Engineering Act. 


Elevator Case 

This case involved the collapse of a grain elevator in 
which unethical engineering practices were suspected. 
At the present time a judgment of $51,000 has been 
handed down by the County Court against the contractor 
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in favor of the grain elevator company as represented by 
their insurance company. The case has been appealed to 
the appellate court. This case was referred to the De- 
partment of Registration and Education for investiga- 
tion, but they have declined to investigate until the 
court suit has been settled. 


Telephone Listings 

The matter of securing listings in the telephone di- 
rectories which would show Registered Professional En- 
eineers listed as such was referred to the Chapters of the 
Society for contact with their local telephone companies. 
Upon receipt of replies from the Chapters by the State 
Society, the matter was referred back to our Committee. 
The principal telephone company in this State is the 
Illinois Bell Telephone Co. The remainder of the tele- 
phone companies are looking to Illinois Bell for leader- 
ship and policy making in this matter. 

The Illinois Bell Telephone Co. has turned the matter 
over to their directory printer, the Rueben H. Donnelley 
Corp. of Chicago. At the present time negotiations are 
being conducted between Mr. L. W. Wilson, representing 
the Donnelley Company, and Mr. George DeMent, a 
member of our Committee, and National Director from 
ISPE to NSPE. At this writing clarification of policy 
is inconclusive but there are indications that the outlook 
is favorable to our cause. 


Agency Case 

This case involved the complaint by engineers who 
are members of ISPE, as well as engineers who are not 
members of ISPE, alleging the furnishing of free engi- 
neering services by a Government agency in drainage 
and conservation work. A public meeting was held in 
Urbana by our Committee at which time representatives 
of the complainants and representatives of the agency 
appeared and expressed their views in the matter. 

It was brought out at this meeting that the official pol- 
icy of the agency in the matter of furnishing engineering 
services is outlined by the Federal Government. This 
states that the official policy is to furnish preliminary 
assistance to farmers and drainage districts, that their 
services are for policy making and guidance, and control 
of procedures in drainage and conservation matters that

come to their attention, that their services are of an ad- 
visory, educational and administrative nature, and that 
detailed assistance is given only if private engineers are 
not available. The Agency Engineer stated that he 
would, and since then he has done so. attempt to imple- 
ment the directive with respect to cooperation with pri- 
vate engineers. 

Our Committee made the following observations as a 
result of the evidence submitted. These were approved 
by the Board of Direction at their meeting Oct. 2, 1954. 

1. There was no conclusive evidence that the agency 
had furnished detailed engineering service without first 
encouraging private engineers to become interested in 
this detailed work. There was, however, circumstantial 
evidence that the agency had not made sufficient effort 
to interest private engineers and to properly cooperate 
with them. There was also evidence that the private en- 
gineers had not made sufficient effort to understand the 
agency procedure. 

2. The proceedings of two drainage districts upon 
which the agency was furnishing engineering services 
had proceeded to the extent that the policy of using pri- 
vate engineers for the detailed work was out of the ques- 
tion. 

3. Administrator’s Memorandum is very clear econ- 
cerning the cooperation of the agency with private engi- 
neers, and the encouragement of the use of private engi- 
neers for the detailed planning work, if private engineers 
are available in the area where the work is proposed. 

4. The State Agency Engineer has stated that he con- 
curs with the Memorandum, and will take steps to imple- 
ment this directive. Since the hearing, he has done so. 

5. It was apparent that lack of cooperation between 
the agency and private engineers was a local matter, 
since private engineers in certain parts of the State do 
not have this problem. Both the ageney and the private 
engineers should attempt to meet and discuss their mu- 
tual problems, so that each will better understand the 
problems of the other. 

6. The interested private engineers must be the watch 
dog for our Society and our Committee in relation to 
present and future drainage work. The policy is set out

in a memorandum in the hands of this Committee. If 
this policy is not being followed, the circumstances 
should be reported and investigated. 


Wallace Case 

This is a case involving violations in filing of plats 
and maps by other than County Surveyors and Regis- 
tered Land Surveyors in Henry, Warren and Mercer 
Counties. Complaint was filed originally by Mr. Dwain 
M. Wallace. A very quick and efficient investigation was 
made by the West Central Chapter Ethics and Practice 
Committee. The recommendations made by the Chapter 
Committee and by our Committee to the Board of Direc- 
tion are given below. At the Jan. 8, 1955 meeting of the 
Board of Direction, these recommendations were ap- 
proved and ordered to be complied with. 

1. Direct a letter to the Department of Registration 
and Edueation requesting that a list of Registered Illi- 
nois Land Surveyors be mailed annually to both the 
County Clerks and Recorders of each County in the 
State. This is for compliance with paragraph 51, Chap- 
ter 133, ‘‘Surveyors and Surveys,’’ of the Illinois Re- 
vised Statutes. 

2. Direct a letter to the Attorney General requesting 
that he advise the States Attorneys of the several Coun- 
ties that Recorders in numerous instances have filed il- 
legal maps, plats or sub-divisions of land prepared by 
other than County Surveyors or Registered Illinois Land 
Surveyors as stipulated in Paragraph 18, Chapter 115, 
‘‘Recorders’’ of the Illinois Revised Statutes. 

3. That these letters be authorized by the Board over 
the signature of the President and Secretary. 


Talks at Chapter Meetings 

Our Committee members are still willing and anxious 
to talk at Chapter meetings for discussion of matters per- 
taining to Ethies and Practices. The various Chapters 
are urged to take advantage of this offer. 


Relationship with Department of Registration 
and Education 

Establishment of better relations between our Com- 
mittee and the Department of Registration and Eduea- 
tion continued during the year. While there was some 
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improvement of these relations, it is felt by our Commit- 
tee that these relations can be considerably improved. 


Relationship with NSPE Ethical Practices Committee 

A good and firm relationship has been made with 
NSPE Ethical Practices Committee Chairman, Mr. V. 
G. Terenzio. This is important for determination of 
policy and regulations in other states. This relationship 
should be continued by our Committee. 


Responsibility for Infractions to Structural Engineers 
Act and Land Surveyors Act 

The Board of Direction has charged our Committee 
with responsibility of investigation of infractions and 
unethical practices in connection with the Registered 
Structural Engineers Act and the Registered Land Sur- 
veyors Act as well as the Registered Professional Engi- 
neers Act. 


Rules of Procedure 

The Rules of Procedure of our Committee have been 
reproduced and sent to all holders of Chapter Hand- 
books for insertion therein. 
Recommendations 


Our Committee makes the following recommendations: 


1. It is recommended that the Board of Direction re- - 
mind the proper committees of their responsibility to _ 
continue their efforts towards securing changes in the 


Legislative Acts for incorporation of the injunctive 
clause therein. : 

2. It is recommended that the Board of Direction ex- 
plore the possibility of designating a legal advisor for 
the Society so that legal counsel can be provided for the 
use of our Committee as well as any other Committee 
that so desires. 

3. It is recommended that provisions for the present 
make-up of our Committee be incorporated in our Con- 


stitution and By-Laws, and that the Board of Direction - 
authorize the proper Committees to draft such amend- 


ments for presentation to the membership for balloting, 
in the manner provided in our Constitution and By-Laws. 

4. It is recommended that efforts towards maintaining 
and improving good relationships with the Department 
of Registration and Education be continued, and that 
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the Board of Direction be authorized to take whatever 
action they deem necessary to implement this relation- 
ship. 

5. It is recommended that the Board of Direction 
through the Executive Secretary again remind the new 
Chapter Officers that the Ethics & Practice Committee 
is charged with the responsibility of investigating infrac- 
tions and unethical practices of the Registered Profes- 
sional Engineers Act, the Registered Structural Engi- 
neers Act, and the Registered Land Surveyors Act, and 
that it is up to them to report such violations. Our Com- 
mittee is ready and willing to investigate such violations 
if we are informed of them.

followed with remarkable faithfulness. To name any one 
Chapter as having a better program would not be fair to 
all of the others, however, it is safe to say that interest 
in Chapter activity and the effectiveness of the Chapter 
in its area is entirely dependent upon the quality of its 
program. Chapter Representatives attended Board of 
Direction meetings in March, June, October and Jan- 
uary. One new Chapter, Bradley Student Chapter, un- 
der the sponsorship of the Peoriarea Chapter, began to 
function in March, 1954. Representatives from the Stu- 
dent Chapter attended the 69th Annual Meeting in East 
St. Louis, and also the new Chapter was represented at 
two Board of Direction meetings. The trend toward stu- 
dent Chapters should be encouraged. 


Refresher Courses 

During 1954 there were fourteen Spring and nine Fall 
Refresher Course Classes in preparation for the profes- 
sional engineering examination. One structural and one 
land surveyor class were also sponsored. The Illinois So- 
ciety continued to enjoy a mutually friendly and coop- 
erative relationship with the Division of Extension of the 
University of Illinois. 

The third edition of the Examination Book was re- 
printed three times and a total of 4,000 copies of the book 
have been sold during the last 30 months (the third edi- 
tion of the book was published in September, 1952). If 
possible, new material will be added and the fourth edi- 
tion will make its debut in time for use by fall refresher 
course classes. 


Bulletin 

The preparation and distribution of the Bulletin and 
the Membership Situation was fortnightly during 1954, 
except when it was necessary to reach those on the mail- 
ing list with information immediately. As a matter of 


record, the Bulletin was begun as an experiment in Jan- 
uary, 1949. Your Executive Secretary wrote Bulletin 
No. 2 in February, 1949, and has written all Bulletins 
except one which was written by Virginia Svoboda on 
October 23, 1953. Tne present practice of twice a month 
publication will be continued so long as it appears to be 
advisable. 


Publications 

Besides the Inuinots ENGINEER, the Illinois Society 
publishes a Recommended Schedule of Minimum Fees 
and Salaries. This book is widely used not only in Ih- 
nois, but by several consultants in the mid-west, as a 
part of their contract proposals. The price of individual 
copies is $1.00 and the bulk price is $10.00 per dozen. 
The third edition of this booklet was published in a 6 x 9 
size instead of the 314 x 6 size of its predecessor. 

A brochure, the material for which was prepared by 
Advertising Chairman Ken Welton, was published in the 
Fall, giving information about those who read the Iun- 
NoIs ENGINEER. This pamphlet has also been used suc- 
cessfully by some Chapter Membership Chairmen. 

If the money can be found to publish a revision of the . 
membership directory, that task should be done in the 
summer of 1955, 


Ladies Auxiliaries 

With the Chartering of Rockford Unit No. 4 in Octo- 
ber, ladies auxilary units are found in northern, central 
and west-central Illinois. Other Chapters have done 
some talking about organizing units. The ladies who at- 
tended the 69th Annual Meeting in East St. Louis came 
away enthusiastic about their organization. Invariably 
the ladies have fun without it becoming a burden in the 
units now functioning. 


Meetings 

In October a joint meeting was held between a com- 
mittee of the Illinois Association of Highway Engineers 
and the State Engineering Employees Committee in 
Chairman Elmer Knight’s office. The desirability of 
combining the two groups was first discussed and later 
the practicability of the proposal was investigated. The 
consensus of the meeting was that the proposal to com- 
bine was mutually beneficial, and the request was made 
that a proposal be prepared by the Illinois Society to the 
I.A.H.E., to be presented to their meeting in January, 
1955. Such a proposal was prepared and presented to 
the Board of Direction at its January 8th meeting. The 
Board approved the proposal in intent and instructed 
the Executive Committee to work out a proposal to the 
J.A.H.E. The Executive Committee met in Peoria on 
January 22, 1955 and prepared and sent a proposal to 
the Highway Engineers. The Highway Engineers re- 
ceived the proposal and appointed four men from their 
group as their part of a joint committee to meet and 
work out the details. 

On November 10th, President Klassen, Secretary Spi- 
cer, and Executive Secretary Roberts met with Director 
Vera Binks and the Department of Registration and Ed- 
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ucation’s attorney, Mr. Phil Hutchinson. Many things 
were discussed, among them being the ways and means of 
vetting better enforcement of the Professional Engineer- 
ing Act, the obtaining of the list of those who passed the 
November P. EK. Examination, the proposal to present 
registration certificates at a Chapter meeting, the pub- 
lication of the roster of Illinois registered professional 
engineers, proposed injunctive clause in the professional 
engineering act, and several other things which the De- 
partment of Registration and Education and the Illinois 
Society have a common interest in. There is a desire to 
cooperate with the Illinois Society by Director Binks; 
however, some things beyond her control make coopera- 
tion difficult. Steps toward the correction of points of 
difference have been taken. 


Executive Secretary’s Office 

The daily work load of the Executive Secretary’s of- 
fice remains high, however, with the work spread out 
from the time the dues statements are prepared in No- 
vember, to the clean-up of the work connected with the 
Annual Meeting in May, previously experienced jams 
have been eliminated. A good index of the work done is 
the number of pieces of mail sent out of the office during 
the year. In 1954 there were 6,963 first class, 54 second 
class and 3,447 third class pieces of mail, or over 10,000. 
These figures do not include the more than 20,000 [uui- 
NoIs ENGINEERS mailed during the year. You are re- 
minded that the Executive Secretary’s office is respon- 


sible for, and makes the corrections to the [uLmors EN- 
GINEER mailing list. It is not unusual to make over 100 
changes of address per month. The work load is carried 
with the help of good equipment, willing helpers and 
know-how. 

The Executive Secretary’s office was moved from its 
former location to its present address, 614 East Green 
Street, Champaign, in July. The present area is in one 
piece instead of being in two parts as previously. 


Chapter Officers’ Conference 

The Seventh Annual Chapter Officers Conference was 
held in the Jefferson Hotel in Peoria on January 30, 
1954 with 37 present. As usual, this is one of the most 
constructive meetings held each year and it is an excel- 
lent means of acquainting Chapter officers with each 
other and with their mutual problems. 


Personnel of Office 

The work of the Executive Secretary’s office was car- 
ried on by Mrs. Carlson and Mrs. Svoboda through 1954. 
In January, 1955, Mrs. Donna Freeman came to the 
office as number one helper.
